PLANTING 


We do acertain amount of planting for our customers who live in and around Rapid City. Planting charges 
are 1/3rd above cost of nursery stock, with the exception of evergreens, which will be 20% above cost, 
and hedge plants atan average cost of 25¢ per running foot of trench, An additional charge is made for 
top dirtand fertilizer where itis required. Lawn workis figured at 2-3¢ per sq. ft. , including grass seed, 
fertilizer and the raking necessary for finished lawns. Grading and top soil additional. The cost of top 
soil runs about 1¢ per sq. ft. for each inch soil added.
